The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
combination of a thydrocarbylene and triol with diols and both mono and di-carboxylic 
acids to forni the polyesteramine of instant claims is not known in the art. Further, a 
composition containing this polyesteramine is not known or suggested. Although 
polyesteramines are known, they are not known to be made with triols and 
hydrocarbylenes (note that the structure of instant claims requires the use of a triol as a 
reactant in making - see the specification for details). In addition, the structure of the 
polymer required by the claims is not known, nor is there any suggestion in the art to 
modify the structure of known polyesteramines to arrive at the structure required by 
instant claims.
